In Dáil Eireann yesterday the Minister 
for Finance outlined the new regulations 
concerning the temporary importation of 
motor vehicles into.the Free State, which 
were made under seal on December 31st, 
1926. These regulations supersede the 
Motor Car (Temporary . Importation) 
Regulations of 1916 and 1921, and will be 
made public as soon as they have been 
printed. The first announcement of the 
proposed change was made by the Premier 
of Northern Ireland in a speech which he 
delivered at the Belfast Chamber of Trade 
on last Wedriesday, Viscount Craigavon 
declared that the Free State.Government, 
according to information which he had 
from private sources, intended to levy on 
trading vehicles, taxi-cabs, and -other-com- 
mercial motor cars entering the Free State 
from Northern Ireland “a very heavy 
duty of something like 334 per cent.” He 
protested strongly against this proposal, | 
stating that he was taking the matter up 
with the British authorities, and assert- 
ing that, if the new regulations. should be 
put into force, they could be regarded only 
as an unfriendly act by, the Free ‘State 
Government.” Lord Craigavon also indi-

Hithérto motor vehicles from Northern. 
Ireland have been allowed to make tem- 
porary. visits to the Free State under: 
deposit of Customs charges, or, more gene- 
rally, under a bond issued by a recognised 
motoring association. No distinction. has 
been made between private and commercial 
vehicles, and Mr. Blythe alleges that ad- 
vantage has been taken of the system: by 
firms in Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land with premises in the Free State, to 
import free of duty motor vehicles in 
rivalry with native firms, The new regula- 
tions, in effect, will exclude from the 
privilege of free entry all motor vehicles 
which are being used for commercial pur- 
poses. Private -individuals, clergymen, 
doctors, and veterinary surgeons will be 
allowed to come and go freely ; but com- 
mercial travellers will be required to pay 
the tax, there will be an impost on motor 
lorries, and omnibuses or motor coaches 
will be granted free entry only on condi- 
tion that they return with their comple- 
ment of passengers within the space of 
forty-eight hours. |

Dublin’s Bridges, . 

At yesterday’s' meeting of the Dublin 
County Council the scheme for the widen- 
ing of Butt Bridge was discussed, and it 
was. mentioned that the undertaking is 


estimated to cost £90,000. Whether the sum 


expended be charged to the city alone, to 
the greater Dublin. area, or to the city 
and the whole eounty; is a question yet to 
be decided; but those who pay. are likely; 
at any rate, to recéive a substantial bill. 
The reconstruction of the bridge will 
be, moreover, only. the first. of a series 
of expenses. A natural corollary to the 
widening. of Butt Bridge is the widening 
of Tara street; for, obviously, it would be 
absurd to relieve the present congestion 
on the. bridge,, and to. tempt. a. yet 


crossing’ of the river, only to create 
fresh congestion on a narrow  thorough- 
fare. Even then, however, the demands 
upon the ratepayer would not be 
exhausted. The mass of traffic conducted 
by a wider Butt. Bridge and a wider Tara 
street, from the north’ side of the river 
to the south, would be discharged in Great 
Brunswick street only to flow towards 
College Green, “the “most congested’ traffic 
Some. persons “have 
made the suggestion that this traffic 
should be diverted from College Green by 
the cutting of a new thoroughfare through 
College Park—a suggestion which, apart 
from its impiety, and its disregard 


_of the city’s amenities, would involve fresh 


expenses. on. AA prodigious scale. An| 
alternative scheme has been proposed 
which deserves, at-least, the most careful 
consideration. of. the authorities. It 
involves the construction of a new bridge 
on the eastern side: of the Custom House, 


street and Westland row, The building of 
this bridge, it is argued, would cost little 
more than the. widening of Butt Bridge, 
and the cutting of a road to.carry through 
Amiens street to the river would be com- 
paratively: inexpensive. | 

It is profitable to consider the benefits 
which would be likely to flow from 4 
bold act of reconstruction... By thrusting 
Amiens street through to the river and 
throwing .a bridge. across to a main 
thoroughfare distributing ~ traffic to the 
south side of Dublin, the entire volume 
of road vehicles bound from the northern 
to the southern coastal townships would 
tend. tobe diverted, from the points of 
congestion which are so. numerous at 
presént between Amiéns street, Nelson's 
Pillar} College Green and Brunswick 
street.

In a letter which we 
publish to-day Mr, F.. P. Griffith, who 
supports Sir John Irwin’s appeal for the 
immediate constifution. of - the proposed 
town-planning advisory council, points out 
that the lack of scientific advice in town- 
planning matters has strewn Dublin in the 
past with ‘eyesores and discomforts.

The death of Mr. William Henry West 
marks in a double sense the passing of one 


| of the links with an earlier time in Ireland | 
| which most Irishmen would gladly have 


retained. He was one of the survivors of a | 
family identified- with the industrial renown 
of Dublin from: the days of the. city’s. greatest 
prosperity. 
The name of West as 
smiths in Dublin goes 
succession from fat to son for the space of 
two centuries. It is one of those which made 
the skill’ of Dublin craftsmen respectable. in 
Europe.: The ‘headquarters of the house in 
the beginning of the eighteenth century were 
in Christ Church.place, close to the ancient 
Cathedral within the walls of the old Danish 
settlement, when. St. Patrick’s and its 
adjoining “ Liberties '” belonged only to the 
banlieu of the city. | 

The story of the, house’s successive migra- 
tions is.a faithful, mirror of. the shifting of 
Dublin’s. commercial centre of gravity 
through the succeeding periods. From Chfist 
Church place it moved to Capel street, which, 
under the infinence of the Earl! of Dorset, 
came to be the city’s hub ‘of industry, Faith.

In all-the generations of West the name of 
James West is probably the most command- 
ing figure.

One of his sons was the 
late Mr. W. H. West, who was for a time 
a partner in the firm, but, finding that the 
true outlet for his tastes lay in other direc- 
tions, he withdrew .from ib half a century 
leaving its sole control to his brother, 
Langley .Archer “West, in whose hands 
it has ever since remained.

French Econojnics. 


Having strengthened the value of the 
frane, the French Government will proceed 
to carry out the scheme for assisting the 
financial recovery of France, which was 
outlined when M. Poincaré became Prime 
Minister last August. The plan provides 
for a systematic development of the pro- 
ductive . industries. To. this end the 
Ministry of Agriculture will prepare plans 
for the improvement of food supplies, the 
Ministry of Commerce will study the pro- 
duction of ‘liquid fuel, and the Ministry 
of Public Works w | investigate the pussi- 
bilities of improved means of communica- 
‘tion and of the development of the 
electrical power undertakings. By an 1n- 
creased use of electrical power it is hoped 
that. there may be a reduction in the 
amount of coal. imported from Great 
Britain and. Germany, which at present 
costs about £20,000,000 annually.  Elec- 
trica] development is regarded as an urgent 
matter, and, if the plans are carried out, 
over 2,000 miles of railway will be electr- 
fied within the next three years. 


Port Ousta Whiskey. 


Port is said to be taking the pen of 
whiskey as a popular beverage, and 1t may 
be called upon to replace the spirit as 4 
taxpayer, Wine shipwers are not ruling 
out the ibility anÓ are busily engaged 
in clearing as much wine as they can 
store.

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ORDERS FOR BRITISH 
SHIPYARDS. 


“The outlook for British trade in the 
immediate: future is bright,” declared Sir 
Philip Ounliffe-Lister at Hen@ n (Middle- 
sex) last night.. Last year, for the first 
time in British - history, they had an 
adverse net balance of trade of probably 
something like £10,000;,000. 

The visible excess of imports over ex- 
ports. amounted to the huge sum of 
£477,000,000 against £383,500,000 in 1925. 
They exported £78,000,000 less of manu- 
factures than in 19265. t 

“Hf.the picture oí the past is a gloomy 
one, the. opportunities which open 


added. “In the first place, I think. we 
have learned that sectional strikes benefit 
no one except our competitors, and that 
what is needed is not conflict, but co- 
operation.”* ; 

Since 1919 the output per man in a 
number of industries in the United States 
had. risen 50 per cent., and along with 
this wages had increased rapidly as well. 
There could be no better proof that the 
guarantee of security of employment and 
good w rested, not in restricted out- 
put, but in the greatest.possible output.

NEED FOR: DEVELOPMENT. 

“Trade with the British Empire,’ said 
the Right’ Hon. L. 8.. Amery, M.P., at 
Glasgow, “is infinitely more important 
than trade with the Continent of Europe 
and trade with foreign countries.” 

From the trade: point of view alone, 
ignoring every other factor, one New 
Zealander was worth to,.Great Britain 
more than a dozen Frenchmen;. more than 


100 Chinamen or 400 Russians. . 

It was simply taken for granted that 
Britain lived by its overseas: trade, and 
that the volume of that trade was the 
measure of its prosperity. - That was a 
wholly unwarranted. assumption. It was 
the character of ‘trade that mattered. 

“We could afford to have al] our goods 
excluded from .the Continent of Europe 
without: the fabric of industrial produc- 
tion “here being seriously prejudiced after 
the first serious dislocation. On the other 
hand, we could not lose the trade of India, 
Australia or Africa without ‘the gravest 


‘permanent injury to the whole body of 


industry and of employmént in this 
country. ; 

“To-day :we import one-third of our 
foodstuffs and raw. “materials from . the.

RAILWAYMEN’S DEMAND, 


From ‘‘ Tus TIMES” Lasovun 
CoRRESPONDENT. 


It was decided by the three railway 
trade unions—the National Union of Rail- 
‘waymen, the Associated Society of Loco- 
motive Engineers and Firemen, and the 
Railway Clerks’ Association—at a joint 
meeting of their Executive Committees 
yesterday, to ask the railway companies 
for an unconditional restoration of the 
guaranteed week. The guaranteed week 
was suspended after the general strike to 
allow of the companies spreading out the 
available work among as many men as 
possible. The alternative would have been 
standing men off for indefinite periods. 

Even now the companies say that the 
state of traffic does. not warrant the re- 
engagement of the full staff om the terms 
of the guaranteed week. They have sug- 
gested a new form of guarantee—namely, 
that of a weekly wage equal to the earn- 
ings of 48 normal hours of work, which 
micht be made up in part in respect. of 
any individual of the extra payments for 
Sunday duty or overtime. For instance, 
eight hours of Sunday duty paid for at 
the rate of time and-a-half, would count 
as the equivalent of 12 hours of ordinary 
work, and would leave the company con- 
cerned with the obligation to provide that 
man with only 36 hours of additional work 
in that week.

MORE ‘TELEPHONES. 


DEVELOPMENT IN FREE 


STATE, 


The Telephone Capital Bill, which passed 
its first reading in Dail Eireann on Wednes- 
day, is to provide further money for the 
development of the telephonic system in the 
Free State. 

Under the bill, in addition to moneys 
authorised by the Telephone Capital Act, 
1924. the Minister for Finance may issue out 
of the Central Fund such sums of money, not 
exceeding £500,000, as may be required by 
the Minister for Posts and Telegraphs for the 
development of the telephonic system. 

The Minister for Finance may borrow by 
means of terminable annuities extending over 
a period not er Br twenty years. 

A provision of the bill makes it incumbent 
on the Minister for Posts and Telegraphs 
on or before the 20th November in every year 
after the passage of the Act, to lay before 
each House of the Oireachtas a statement of 
the amount expended during the previous 
financial year on account of the annual charge 
in respect of terminable annuities created 
under the authority of the Telephone Capital 
Act, or of this Act; and also a statement 
showing the income, atid _ expenditure 
respect of the telephone service during the 
previous financial year.

LONDON GUARDIANS’ 
DECISION. 


The day of Dickens’s marchioness, the 
underfed, overworked little servant girl, may 
have disappeared. but domestic rervice still 
requires considerable improvement. This, at 
any rate, is the view of the Bethnal Green 
Guardians, who have decided that in future 
they will not send girls in their care into 
domestic situations in houses where no other 
maid servant is kept, on the ground that 
often the only servant is forced to work 
almost like a slave. 

Interviewed on the subject yesterday, Miss 
Ellen Wilkinson, M.A., said: ‘‘ I should say 
that in many houses it is true that the onl 
servant is forced to work tremendously hard, 
but nowadays, having regard to the difh- 
culty of getting servants, it is not quite as 
true as it used to be. 

A DREARY LIFE. 

“The greatest drawback is, I think, the 
long hours that a solitary servant is forced 
to work. Such a ‘girl may not have very 
heavy work to perform, but she is expected 
to be in the house from early morning until 
bedtime, no suitable time being allowed for 
outdoor recreation. It is an extremely lonely 
life to lead. i 

“Mistresses cannot be expected to treat the 
girl guite as a member of the family, with 
the result that she has no one to talk to, 
and her life is somewhat dreary 

“The only solution, in my opinion, is the 
daily basis, enabling a girl to go~home at 
night and live a rational life | 

“I am sare that thé Bethnal Green Guar- 
dians have not come to their decision without 
proper consideration. Looked at from the 
pow of view of the class of servant supplied 
y registry offices, it might seem a draatic 
measure, bat in view of the fact that the 
people who go to. Boards of Guardians for 
servants want heavy work done, I think it is 
a very wise decision,

LIBEL ACTION. 


CAPTAIN WRIGHT'S 
EXAMINATION, . 


THINGS. HE HAD READ 
AND HEARD. 


Much public interest was taken in the 
libel action brought by Captain Peter 
Wright against Viscount Gladstone, which 
was started in the King’s Bench Divi- 
sion, London, before Mr. Justice Avory, 
yesterday. 

The matter arose out of a book by 
Captain Wright, entitled “ Portraits and 
Criticism,’ in which he said that the late 
Mr. Gladstone “ founded a tradition in 
public to speak language of highest prin- 
eiple, and in private to pursue and possess 
every sort of woman.”’ 

Following this Lord Gladstone wrote 4 
letter to the Bath Club regarding Captain 
Wright, which the latter: alleged was 
libellous. Lord Gladstone pleaded that 
the words were not libellous, and also 
pleaded privilege, justification, and fair 
comment, 

Mr. Merriman, for the plaintiff, said 
that in the judgment of Gladstone's bio- 
graphers he was a man of high moral 
character, Captain Wricht thought other- 
wise, and in the book said that Gladstone 
was a hypocrite, and that his private prac- 
tice was not in accord with his public 
profession, 

For this Captain Wright had been called 
a liar and a coward for not daring to come 
into the open; that he had slipped the 
sentence into the book behind the pub- 
lisher’s back, and that he was a foul 
follow. All this was said in the letter to 
the Bath Club, and it larvely procured his 
expulsion from that club. 


PLAINTIFF'S EXAMINATION, 
Captain Wright went into the witness-box, 
and Mr, Merriman asked—Is it true to say 
question was slipped in unperceived by the 
publisher ? 

It is a lie, said Captain Wnght. He added 
that the passage was discussed by Mr. Nash 
withehim. He was expelled from the club 
on October 19, and on November 7 he brought 
an action for damages against the Bath Club 
Company, and obtained a verdict and judg- 
ment. He was awarded £125 damages— 
£100 for loss of amenities of the club and 
£25 for loss of character. 

Mr. Merriman—-At the time you inserted 
this passage—the passage referring to the 
late Mr. W. E. Gladstone—did you believe 
it to be true?—Certainly, and still believe it 
to be true. 

Captain Wright, further questioned, said 
that he was first told something about Glad- 
stone when he was at Harrow by Mr. James 
Haslam, a friend of the family, in Paris. 
Mr. Haslam was a collector of books and 
prints, and witness's father was a collector, 
too. 

Mr. Justice Avory—When did he tell you? 

Captain Wright—I was still at school; he 
was an elderly man then, thirty years ago 

He came to Harrow ’—No, he told me this 
in Paris, where my family were living. 


WHAT HASLAM SAID. 

A ripple of interest ran through the court 
as counsel asked dramatically—‘t What did 
Haslam tell you’’?—-That Lily Langtry had 
been a mistress of Gladstone, said Captaiu 
Wright. 

The Judge—May I ask what age you were 
at this time’—Seventeen, said Captain 
Wright. 

And this Mr. Haslam ?—I should say that he 
was about my own age—46. Captain Wright 


1 said that the next information he had was 


when he was 21. It was from Dr. Greatorex, 
who lived in London and had a considerable 
West End practice That was in 1901, he 
said. 

Mr. Justice Avory—lIs he alive ’—No, he is 
not alive. He told me that he had women 
patients, who told him that Gladstone had 
tried to make their acquaintance in the 
streets. 

The Judge—They told him that somebody 
had told them. (Laughter.) 

Captain Wright—No, they said that he had 
tried to make their acquaintance. About that 
time, too, there was Gladstone's connection 
with the famous Laura Bell, the most cele- 
brated: courtesan of the period. I must also 
refer to the question of his connection with 
Olga Novikoff. That was when I was at 
Oxford. It was always understood that she 
was his mistress, too 

Mr. Norman Birkett, K.C., for Viscount 
Gladstone, objected to that statement, and 
asked for the name of the person who gave 
the information to Captain Wright. 

The Judge—I always understood that a man 
educated for the Bar knew something about 
the laws of evidence, but I am beginning to 
doubt it. 

Captain Wright said that he could not re- 
member the name of his informant of 25 years 
ago; but ten years ago Walter Morrison 
mentioned to him as a fact that Olga Novikotf 


in | was Gladstone's mistress. 


Mr. Merriman—Who was Olga Novikoff — 
She was a very lovely Russian, sent over by 
the Tsarist Government, in the ’seventies for 
the special purpose “of faécinating Mr. 
Gladstone. 

Is she the lady who is described in Lord 
Morley’s life of Gladstone as a Russian lady 
who at times began to exercise influence on 
important men !—Yes. 


LORD MALMESBURY'’S STORY. 

Have you had a conversatim with the 
present Lord Malmesbury? Yes. Captain 
Wright said that Lord Malmesbury, who was 
a member of the committee of the Bath Club, 
told him a story ten or twelve years ago. He 
told me a story, he said, to the effect that 
the detectives who were appointed to watch 
over Gladstone complained that they were 
kept so long waiting outside Mme. Novikoff's 
house in the morning and then having to 
attend early Divine Service 

From whom were the detectives supposed 
to be protecting Gladstone? I think it was 
from the Fenians. 

Captain Wright was asked if he could 
bring further instances. He replied that hbe- 
fore the war he used to go to Eastbourne, 
and he there met a man named Cecil Glad- 
stone. He was told that he was an 
illegitimate son. I was told 26 years ago, 
when I was still a young man, said Captain 
Wright, by Jean Bertrand in Paris of Glad- 
stone’s association with a French 
called Plassie when she was on a visti to 
London with a theatrical company. 

Mr. Merriman—How long before was it 
that this event was supposed to have 
happened? Twenty years before. 

Csptain Wright said that a. steeplechase 
rider, Charlie Thompson, told him three 
years ago that Gladstone had once tried to 
make the acquaintance of a lady that he 
was with. He said he left her for a few 
moments, and, when he rejoined her, Glad- 
stone was talking to her, but on ,soeing him 
Gladstone fled. The lady told Thompson that 
Gladstone had been making overtures to her.

MRS. O’SHEA’S BOOK. 
Mr. Merriman read passages from Mrs. 
O'Shea 's book on Parnell. 


Mrs. O'Shea, said Captain Wright, was the 


go-between of Gladstune and Parnell for nine 
years. 

She wrote—‘* He was a very great old man, 
I thought, as his wonderful eagle’s eyes 
showed just sufficient admiration in them to 
savour of homage without offence. Parnell 
said to me: ‘I don’t trust that grand old 
spider more than I can see him.’ Looking 
into his eyes, I experienced a 
sudden, uneasy feeling. A beautiful bird of 
prey, this old man with the piercing cruel 
eyes, belying the tender courtly smile, 
“Mr. Justice Avory asked counsel what bear- 
ing these pussages had on the case. 

Captain Wright began to answer, but the 
Judge said to him, sternly: “Will you be 
good enough not to interfere, We are dis- 
cussing a point of law.” 

The Judge continued—Surely the ground of 
complaint les solely in the imputation of 
moral unchastity to Mr. Gladstone? 

Mr. Merriman—It is not merely a charge 
of unchastity, but of hypocrisy, in these 
matiers of sex—of professing one thing and 
practising another. Captain Wright has 
said: ‘‘ Well, nobody can fail to believe that, 
for here is this instance of Parnell where 
he traded on these weaknesses in others, and 
then threw them over when the crash came.” 

The Judge—I am anxious to keep within 
the actual libel in question here. 

LORD GRANVILLE’S REPORTED 
STATEMENT. 

In reply to Mr, Merriman, Captain Wright 
said that the statement that Lord Morley 
was reported as saying, “I remember Lord 
Granville once told me, ‘I have known five 
of Queen Victoria’s Prime Ministers who 
committed adultery,’ ’’ made a great jmpres- 
sion on him. Lord Granville was Gladstone's 
Foreign Secretary from 1880-85. 

““Here,” said Captain Wright, “ were two 
most intimate political friends of Gladstone 
saving he committed adultery.’’ 

The Judge—Why do you say Gladstone 
committed adultery: were there not five with- 
ous him?—He says he had known five. of 
them. 

The Judge—Were there not more than five 
Prime Ministers in Queen Victoria’s time?

The infer- 
ence, said witness, was that one of tue five 
was Gladstone. 

The Judge—He does not say so. 

Mr. Merriman explained that the witness’s 
\ + was that, as Lord Gtfanville had said 
he had known five, one of them must have 
been Gladstone, because Lord Granville was 
Gladstone’s Foreign Secretary. 

The Judge said that it seemed to him not 
to follow. 

Mr. Merriman read an extract from the 
memoirs, in which, after a little history of 
Laura Bell, the author mentioned Gladstone 
as being among Laura Bell’s admirers, and 
recounted that he used to attend a tea party 
given by her every Friday, at which they 
discussed ‘‘ ecclesiastical dogma.”’ 

The author went on to express the opinion 
that Mr. Gladstone was ** distinctly 
amorous,’’ and referred to an occasion when 
she saw him kissing? a lady. The passage 
concluded with a tribute to Mrs. Gladstone 
in regard to the manner in which she treated 
her husband. 

An association between Laura Bell and a 
statesman, whom Captain Wright said he 
identified as Gladstone, was also read by Mr. 
Merriman, as described in ‘‘ Records and 
Reminiscences,’’ by Sir Frank Burnand., 

CROSS-EXAMINATION, 

Mr. Birkett {cross-examining)—Do you 
agree that this charge which you have in- 
serted in that article is about as horrible a 
charge as could be made against any man !— 
It is hard for me to agree with you, because 
ten days ago you gave me notice that you 
were to use a book by Lord Oxford, called 
‘Fifty Years of Parliamentary Life.”

CLUB STRUCK OFF THE 
REGISTER. 


At Marlborough street Police Court, London, 
yesterday Mr. Mead continued the hearing of 
the Kit Cat Club case, when summonses 
against the club and the manager and 
secretary for selling intoxicating liquor after 
hours and without a licence were heard, 

Counsel for the defence did not contest the 
facts, and the club was struck off the register 
for three months. 

Colonel Jones, the secretary, and Mr. Soso, 
the manager, were fined £350 and £210 re- 
spectively, while the Haymarket Proprietary, 
Lid., the owners of the club, were fined the 
maximum penalty of £560. 

The magistrate said that the membership 
included people of the highest position, and 
no one more than the members had a greater 
right of complaint than they had. They had 
a right to consider that they could go into 
the club themselves and take their children 
for innocent enjoyment, without the danger 
of meeting undesirable persons. “These cases 
gave immense trouble to the police in putting 
a stop to the infernal traffic of drink after 
hours; yet persons in high positions con- 
travened the Jaw. 


DEAD BODY IN A FIELD. 
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FARMHAND SURRENDERS TO 
POLICE, 


Following the finding in the early hours 
of yesterday morning of the dead body of a 
sixteen-year-old girl, named Catherine Mary 
Baker, under a bush in & field near 
the house of her uncle, where she lived, at 
Noke, near Oxford, Frederick Boxall, a cow- 
man in the uncle’s employment, was brought 
before a special court at Oxford yesterday 
and remanded on the capital charge.

PURCELL’S “ DIDO AND 
AENEAS ” 
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SUNG BY THE CULWICK 
CHORAL SOCIETY. í 

The Culwick Choral Bociety, in conjunction 
with Miss Petite O'Hara's Orchestra, gave 
their first concert of the season at the Metro- 
a Hall, Lower Abbey street, Dublin, 
ast night. The recently declared intention 
of Miss Culwick to take her choir to compete 
at the Welsh National Eisteddfod in the 
coming summer added interest to the occa- 
sion, and it was not surprising to find the 
Concert Hall filled. 

In days when one so often hears the 

lament that Dublin does not take kindly to 
choral singing, one can always point: to the 
Culwick Choir as a splendid exception. The 
fine tradition of the Society was well upheld 
in last. night’s concert. The programme was 
of an exacting ‘nature, revealing every aspect 
of choral singing, and the singers responded 
in admirable manner to the varying moods 
of the pieces. 
, The earlier half of the concert was devoted 
to Purcell’s *‘ Dido and Aeneas.”” The work is 
new to the present generation in Dublin, and is 
of interest in that it is virtually, if not actually 
the first continuous English opera written. 
There are some beautiful: mélodies in it, both 
for solo voices and choir. Generally the spirit 
of the story was well preserved in the sing- 
*ng, and, though at times the solo voices 
left one not quite satisfied, amends were 
made by the excellence of the choral work. 
The balance and tone were good, and in the 
ag ssages the effect was always delight- 
ul. e laughing cb/ruses were particularly 
well rendered, the étfect’ suggesting spon- 
tancity. The Ritornelle chorus, at the begin- 
ning of the second act, was also well treated, 
and . Dido’s final solo and the concluding 
chorus were given with fitting sym athy. The 
sploists were Madame Borel, Miss Hilda 
Dobbs and Mr. Victor Cole. 

There was some very colourful singing by 
the choir in pieces by Arensky, Debussy, 
Palmgren and Brahms. Very descriptive was 
the treatment of “The Poison Tree,” b 
Arensky, with its vivid tale of destruction, 
dite and fateful. 

Palmgren’s ‘‘ Sorrow ” was noticeable for 
á beautiful softness of the singing, and 
‘The Maiden’’ (Brahms) saw the choir pro- 
viding the accompaniment to the solo, well 
sung by Miss Naney Steele.

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BILL OPPOSED BY THE 


COUNTY COUNCIL. 

At a special meeting yesterday the Dublin 
County Council decided to o pred the Dublin 
Port and Docks (Bridge) Bill, 1927, and the 
Dublin United Tramways (Lucan Electric 
Railways) Bill, 1927. 

In teference to the former bill, the Parlia- . 
mentary Committee of the County Council re- 
ported that after due consideration it came 
to the conclusion that the proposal to make 
the entire county liable for the cost of the 
new bridge—estimated at £90,000, or ‘1d. in 
the £—was unreasonable and inequitable. It 
was an entirely new rating area that was 
proposed, as the area for the cost of the exist- 
ing bridge was ‘the Dublin Metropolitan 
district (which included the city urban dis- 


trict and Rathmines, Pembroke, Blackrock, 


ers and Dalkey, and a comparatively 
small area adjoining these districts in the 
adjoining counties). 

As regards the Tramways Bill, the Com 
mittee recommended that a petition should 
be lodged, in order to secure amendments in 
detail, as the Council would have no locus 
standi or right before the Committee unless 
a petition was lodged. - For these reasons, it 
was recommended that a resolution to oppose 
the bill should be passed, this being necessary 
to justify the expenses which would be in- 


curred, 
LAND ANNUITIES. | 

At the quarterly meeting of the Council, 
which was held after the special meeting, the 
following recommendation of the Finance 
Committee was passed :—‘‘That the Libraries’ 
Committee be grénted the use of Rathfarnham 
Courthouse when available for the purpose of 
constituting a small library and reading room 
for the residents of Rathfarnham and dis- 


trict. 

Councillor Edward Rooney moved: “' That 
this Council respectfully request. the Govern- 
ment to put the Banking Commission repori 
into operation, or devise some scheme by 
which farmers will be enabled to obtain loans 
at low interest to purchase stock or seeds fo. 
their lands, so that they may be enabled to 
pay their rates and land annuities ‘for the 
coming year, and to keep many farms from 
lying derelict.”’ 

An amendment was proposed by Councillor 
P. Belton adding the words: ‘‘And to request 
the Land Commission to stay any legal pro- 
ceedings for the recovery of annuities for the 
present.” 


Mr. Belton'’s amendment was put to the | 


meeting and passed by nine votes to five. 

A letter from the Land Commission stated 
that approximately £620 had been recovered 
from the land annuity defaultefs mentioned in 
the lists sent by the Council. It was antici- 
pated that the outstanding arrears would be 
recovered in the near future, and 1t was the 
intention of the Land Commission to put up 
the holdings for sale in any case where 1t had 
been able to recover the arrears. 
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DUBLIN’S BRIDGES PROBLEM, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—In a recent issue of the /rish J'imes 
a letter appeared under the signature of Sir 
John Irwin, advocating the immediate 
appointment óf the Committee suggested in 
the Report on Greater Dublin recently pub- 
lished, and discussirg the a of the 
bridge problem in general. There can be no 
doubt whatever that the appointment of a 
town planning authority in Dublin, even 
though advisory, is very long overdue. In 
my own lifetime things have occurred that 
would not have occurred if anything of a 
nature of a town planning authority had 
existed here. ; e 

For clearness I will give a few cases :— 

(1) The construction of substantial build. 
ings at what is known as Fox's Corner. when 
it was perfectly obvious that, though Trinity 
College had given way at its own side of the 
road, the other side of the road should have 
been widened to the westward. 

(2) The treatment of the north eastern 
corner of St. Stephen’s Green, when a corner 
house was pulled down, re-built in the form 
of a shop, again pulled down, and re-built in 
a most substantial fashion, thereby interfer- 
ing with a perfectly obvious street widening. 

(5) The treatment of the re-construction 
of the destroyed areas of rebellion times. 
Here plainly is a case when the chance, not 
only of a life-time, but of generations, has 
been lost. -Much as one may admire indivi- 
dual architecture in Sackville street, or even 
in Eden quy. it is impossible to fail to 
recognise the fact that a very great opportu- 
nity has been lost. The ideal of those who 
sought to get compensation for injuries to 
their property appears to have been, that 
everyone should do that which was right in 
his own eyes. 

(4) Finally, as bearing more particularly 

on the issue involved, the construction of the 
Loopline bridge, marring, as it did, the 
view of what was, perhaps, the most beauti- 
ful building in Dublin, the resurrection of 
which everyone is glad to see in progress. 
_ I do not intend to stultify myself by mak- 
ing any definite suggestions, as the whole 
idea of this communication is to ask for time 
and thought. It might be no harm. how- 
ever, to indicate certain lines of thought, in 
view of the fact that definite suggestions 
have been made as to the widening of Butt 
Bridge. Questions that might come under. 
the consideration of a Commission; such as 
suggested, obviously would include—(1) The 
treatment of the ground space made by the 
filling up of what is known as the old dock. 
(2) Whether a second bridge should be built, 
as has. suggested, in this locality; and 
whether. such a bridge should be in the 
nature of an opening bridge or not. (3) 
Whether lower down in the river, where the 
shipping element predominates, something of 
the nature of a transporter bridge should be 
erected. (4) Whether the question of con- 
necting the railways with the South quays 
should be re-opened; either from the North 
or South, : 

There is a certain amount of what might

When the rate collectors received their 
warrants in October of that year the rate- 
payers paid up prett punctually. The follow- 
ing year the Council reduced the expenditure 
by per cent... They had, however, a great 
difficulty in: the collection of the rate last 
year, owing to depression in agriculture. - 

Questioned by . Hogan, T.D., the wit- 
ness said that the Council asked for a sworn 
inquiry. on the report of Mr, Quigley, Chief 
Engineering Inspector to ‘the Local Govern- 
ment Department, and Mr. Davison’s reply. 


HEAVY ROAD EXPENDITURE.

BAZAAR COMMITTERE’S APPEAL 
FAILS. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
R. JUSTICE. O'BYRNE.) 

An a i was heard from: a judgment of 
Circuit Court Judge Wakely at Moate award- 
ing £150 to Mrs. Catherine Hughes, of 
Athlone, in her action for damages for per- 
sonal injuries against the committee of a 
bazaar at Athlone. 

It appeared that in September, 1923, a 
bazaar was held in Athlone, and the plaintiff 
had a ticket for it, and also for a mountain 
slide which was run in connection with it. 
In descending the slide she came down too 
fast, toppled over on to the ground, and 
broke her leg by reason of the fall. 

The defendants pleaded that they had em- 
ployed Messrs. Tofts to erect the slide, and 
entrusted the care of it to their workmen. 
Messrs. Tofts were a firm of great experience 
in connection with such amusements: they 
had erected similar machines all over Ireland 
for many years and no accident had ever 
occurred, and the accident in this case was 
occasioned by the conduct of the plaintiff in 
coming down the slide without paying atten- 
tion to the directions to hold up her hands, 
so that she might be stopped by the at: 
tendant at the end of the slide. 

The Circuit Judge found as a fact that the 
plaintiff had been injured, and that there was 
negligence on the part of the defendants in 
not stopping or catching the plaintiff before 
she fell, and in having the slide so con- 
structed that the plaintiff came down too fast 
and without coming to a‘rest before she 
reached the end of the machine. 

The Court now held that they were buladhl 
by the finding of fact by the Cireuit Judge, 
who had completely accepted the evidence of 
the plaintiff. The question at issue was

on the 12th of last March. ‘The Sheriff had 
made a return of no goods. Under the will

WORKERS’ LACK OF Í

The difficulty in organising an efficient 
scheme of technical training for hosiery 
manufacturers in the Irish Free State was 
discussed at yesterday’s sitting, in Dublin, 
of the Technical Education Commission, 
Mr. J. Ingram presiding. ~ 

In the course of evidence given by Mr. 
A. S. Patten on behalf of the Irish 
Farmers’ Union, it was stated that 


| wonderful improvement could be made at 


very little cost in farm buildings, with 
the aid of cement and local timber, if the 
farmer had sufficient knowledge to under- 
take the work himself. Manual instruction 
in cement work and rough carpentry was 
necessary. 

Mr. Lewis Whyte, Managing Director, 
Messrs. Smyth and Company, Balbriggan, 
said that we hosiery trade in the Saorstat 
was in need of more technical education, both 
on the theoretical and practical sides. Most 
of those at present engaged in the business 
I. uired their knowledge in a haphazard 
way. e machines used were of a simple 
kind, and, provided the . oprietor and his 
workers were intelligent, they would get to 
understand the machinery, but these machines 
were only capable of producing the heavier 
and coarser kinds of hosiery. It was when 
power was used and machinery installed to 
prodace the hosiery of higher quality, and in 
all varied patterns, colour and qualities of 
yarns, that the need of technical educatior 
was felt. 

THE GREAT DIFFICULTY. 

The great difficulty in organising an effi- 
cient scheme of technical training for hosiery 
manufacturers in the Saorstat was that the 
vayous manufacturers were, most of them, 
in a small way of business, and situated 
mone miles apart from each other, As a 
result, he thought that the teaching must 
be of an itinerant character, and would need 
the co-operation of all those engaged in the 
making of hosiery. An instructor should be 
appointed who would travel from factory to 
factory, utilising the various machines in each 
place tc illustrate the instruction. It might 
also be necessary in some places, where 
learners had to come from a distance or were 
unable to pay for their instruction, for the 
Government to give monetary assistance. 
There was more likelihood of obtaining, pupils 
in towns and districts where hosiery work 
was already established. Also the local manu- 
facturer would be encouraged to extend his 
business, and the character of it, if he were 
sure of obtaining properly trained workers, 

In addition to mechanical manipulation, 
pupils should be taught the principles of fac- 
tory management, elimination of water, the 
detrimental effects of dust and dirt in the 
factory, dyeing and finishing, presentable 
packing, the presentation of goods to the 
customer, and reliable and proper methods 
of costing. Witness found that in his fac- 
tory the waste bill was enormous. His 
workers were very good, and could turn out 
more work than the English workers, but 
they lacked initiative. 

FARM BUILDINGS. 

Mr, A. 8. Patten, giving evidence on behalf 
of the Irish Farmers’ Union, said that the 
introduction of rural science into the primary 
schools was a fine step in the right direction, 
and should form the ground work on which 
future education would be based.

THE BRITISH JOINT 


ADVISORY COMMITTEE. 


AN INTERNATIONAL WEEK. 

The British Golf Union's Joint Advisory Com- 
riittee makes the following announcement -—The 
third annual meeting of the Joint Advisory Com. 
mittee was held in London, when Mr. F. 8. Bond 
President of the English Golf Union. was electe 
Chairman for 1927. Progress in the application 
of the method of ascertaining the standard seratch 
scores of golf courses and of the rules for handi- 
capping, which came into force on 1st March last, 
was reported, 1,026 scratch scores having already 
been fixed in the British Isles as follow -—England, 
600; Scotland, 215; Ireland, 143: Wales. 68— 
these representing the majority of courses. It was 
expected that the remainder of the scores would be 
fixed during tne current year. Further applications 
for copies of the official schemes had been received 
from South Africa and from the Golf Unions of 
Fgypt, the Argentine, Bermuda, and New South 
Wales, all of which were adopting the schemes. 
The Unions of the British Isles reported that they 
were publishing, in their year books or otherwise, 
details of the scratch scores already fixed. Con- 
sideration of the publication ef a complete list was 
deferred. 

fhe Committee approved of the inauguration of 
an International Week, in which teams represent- 
ing the four national Unions would meet each 
other, and it was decided to seek discussion with 
the Championships Committee of the Royal and 
Ancient Club on the bearing of this proposal on 
the existing England v. Scotland match. 

A request from the Championships Committee 
for a considered opinion and advice as to the 
furthering of the Royal and Ancient Club’s scheme 
foc setting up a Scientific Advisory Greens Com- 
mittee was sympathetically received, and a Sub. 
Committee was appointed to draft a fully explana. 
tory memorandum for the information and decision 
of the National Unions, as representing the clubs, 

Subsequently a conference was held with repre- 
sentatives of the four National Unions. the Ladies’ 
Union, and other promoters of leading golf events, 
amateur and professional, to devise a scheme for 
the avoidance of the clashing of dates. The con- 
ference was largely attended, and decided:

EFFECTS OF THE COAL STRIKE. 


‘In many ways it is evident that the 
material conditions for the recovery of trade 
are present, and have been only held back 
from full fruition by the deliberate attempt 
to sabotage British commerce, which has 
been so persistently undertaken in Great 
Britain and is still virulent in China,” said 
Mr. Walter Leaf, presiding at the annual 
meeting of the Westminster Bank in London 
yesterday. ‘‘ The prospect for the immediate 
future was not easy to forecast, but mean- 
while there were not wanting signs of re- 
vival, Even the serious situation in- China 
had not interfered with trade so much as 
would have seemed likely. The future orga- 
nisation of industry would be ruled by the 
two main principles that production must be 
upon the largest possible scale, but that it 
must be vitalised by rivalry and competition, 
and to this end the State will intervene to 
see there is no danger of monoply or opera- 
tion in the interest of one particular class. 
As an ‘economic foundation for industry,” 
said Mr. Leaf, ‘‘ Socialism is worthless. It 
has been proved and found wanting. It is 
a relic of the Victorian age.”’

MANUFACTURING POSITION 


IMPROVES. 

The official report of the Belfast linen 
trade for the past fortnight, issued we 
states there has been a decided change for 
the better in the manufacturing end, more 
business has been placed, and the whole out- 
look is improved. Unfortunately, the rates 
at which many lines were booked have been 
on a basis which will not yield cost, and 
whilst at a time of crisis it is an arguable 
proposition to enter at. prices which show a 
smaller loss than keeping machinery idle, no 
enterprise can endure unless at least cost can 
be okinhal with a reasonable margin for 
upkeep and capital involved. The demand 
has covered a wide range; cambrics and 
sheers are very lively, and manufacturers 
have covered largely in yarns for these goods. 
Orders for dress material are also existent, 
which indicate that surplus stocks have been 
taken care of. Home trade housekeeping 
goods are wanted for quick delivery in the 
usual varieties of damask, checks, crashes, 
types, sheeting, etc. Canvas goods are &till 
sluggish, though important orders have been 

icked up at rates which will not show well 
in balance sheets. American crashes, checks, 
and damask have also been entered, but at 
for too keen rates; altogether, there is a 
firmer and more hopeful feeling abroad.
